riding his own horse, Zinganee, for the Claret Stakes (Newmarket Craven, 1829), 
wasa fine specimen of his style, when contending against Buckleon Rough Robin, 
aud James Robinson, onCadiand, and winning, to the astonishment of the fleld, 
In the same year, too, there was & memorable contest between he and Wheat- 
ley, Sam riding Zinganee, and the other one “up” on the celebrated Mameluke, 
for ihe Ascot Cup, 1829. Ascot Heath never was honoured before by so many 
good horses a8 on that occasion; and, alas, never again by the presence of 
George IV., who, with all his faults, did immense good to the turf. But, Jike 
William Scott, James Robinson, and Arthur Pavis, who were contemporary with 
him, Sam generally appeared to advantage; being in great request, and conse- 
quently put on the best horses in the race, and having the best chauees to dis- 
‘tinguish themselves, these men were bound to figure conspicuously. In height 
Chifney: was about 5ft vin—cousidered rather tall for a jockey—and was not & 
good waster; in fact, he-was frequently subjected to much punishment to got 
to the Derby weights. He rode the winner of that great race but twice, viz., 
for Mr. Thornhill in 1818 and 1820, with Sam (called after himself) and Sailor, 
both colts being by Scud; and, singularly enough, Sailor's triumph at Epsom 
was achieved in a violent gale of wind! Chifney pulled off the Oaks _ five 
times, viz., with Briseus (at 40 to 1), in 1807; Sorcery, in 1811; Shoveller, in 
1819 (for Mr. Thornhill, the filly being another Scud) ; and Wings (at 10 to 1). 
in 1826, _Briseus and Wings were the property of ‘the honest but unlucky’ 
(General Grosvenor, then the oldest sportsman at Newmarket. In 1819 Chifney 
also won the Riddlesworth for the latter gentleman with Bluo Stockings, and 
that stake, exclusive of the General’s subscription, was worth 6,000 guineas! 
Some anecdotes are related of Sam, contirming his great coolness in @ race, 
*uid among others the following :—Observing a young jockey (a son of the re- 
nowned Clift), making very much too free with his horso, ho addressed him 
thus i=" Whore are going, hoy? Stay with me, and you'll be second." The 
lad drew back his horse, and a fine race ensued ; but when it came to a 
struggle we need not say who won it, Had not the youngster taken the 
generous and. skilful advice, he would have been beaten off a long way. 
CUhifney’s method of Anishing his race was tho general theme of admiration on 
the wri. ‘Suppose,” said he, “ a man had been carrying a stone, too heavy to 
be pleasant, in one hand, would he not find much easo by shifting it into the 
other?) Thus,” after & jockéy Has “been riding over hia: horse's fore-legs 
for a couplo. of miles, must it not be a great relief to him when he 
sits back in his saddle, and, as it were, divides the weight more equally? But

in England and Wales, The close or “fence” time ends with the month of 
January, but as a weekly close time is alao now imposed by the new Fisheries 
Act, extending from Saturday evening to Monday morning, the fishings did 
not open until Monday. In some of the Irish rivers the fishing commenced in 
January, The salmon fishings on the Severn, where some of the best tskh are 
taken at the commencement of the season, were very successfully prosecuted 
on Monday by the fishermen operating between Worcester and ‘Tewkesbury, 
and, the fishings being open to all the world, the men were at work as soon as 
it was daylight. The price is always very high for Severn fish at the beginning 
of the season, and 4s. 6d. to 5s, per Ib, is now asked for the luxury, The fence 
time has been generally weil kept on the Severn during the last five months, 
and through the vigilance of the officers of the Severn Fisheries Protection 
Association, wherever infractions of the law have ocourred prosecutions have 
followed.

MEMOIR OF PHTHE CRAWLEY. 
(Continued from * Ilkistrated Sporting News" of Jan. 17.) 

In May, 1822, Peter set-to with Jack Carter, at the Cock-pit at 
Chester, during the races. During the above exhibition a chap deno- 
minated Billy Southerns, of the above place, offered to take the gloves 
with Carter. Southerns weighed 17st, and in height he measured 
6{t 2in; notwithstanding: he was light as to flesh Southerns, full of 
confidence, threatened to serve out both the fellows from town; and 
also reduce the consequence of Carter, who styled himself the 
“Champion of England.” Carter could not get the best of Southerns, 
and, after two rounds, he sat down, when the bully boasted that he 
would mill Peter off-hand. The contest was long and severe between 
them, occupying 50min, and numerous rounds were truly terrific. 
The strength of Southerns enabled him to carry on the war; but, 
after ‘the first three rounds, he was so nobbed by the fine science of 
Peter, floored frequently, and punished in all directions, as to be 
laughed at by the whole of the company for his vain boasting. Crawley 
was not only applauded for his high courage in finishing the bully in 
such first-rate style, but also well rewarded for his trouble by the 
amateuts who viewed the contest: Peter was nearly 5st under the 
weight of his powerful adversary, “A fine example of the advantages 
of science over downright ruffianism. | i 

On Peter's return to London, Dick Acton, well known in the Prize 
Ring, sent forth a challenge to our hero. The friends of both the 
pugilists met together according to appoiniment, and a match was 
made between Crawley and Acton, for £25 a side, ‘This battle was 
decided at Blindlow Heath, in Sussex, twenty-five miles from 
Westminster Bridge, on Tuesday, May 6, 1823. 

For four years Peter (Youn Rumpsteak) exhibited only in sparring 
exhibitions; labouring under he complaint of hernia it was generally | 
understood by the amateurs that he would not appear again in the 
Prize Ring, Crawley was well known in the pugilistic circles by his 
spirited and scientific battle with the late Gaslight Man, at Moulsey 

urst, on Tuesday, March 16,1819. Acton, a pupil of Eales’s, had 
also given some specimens of goodness: he had won a battle with 
Kendrick, but-had been defeated by Ward. Crawley was the 
favourite—7 to 4,and 2 tol. Acton was in fine condition, and to all 
appearance must have weighed nearly 14st; Crawley looked thin, but 
was well, and about 12st 41b. The thirteenth and, last round was a 
most-terrific one, and a better one was never witnessed in any battle. 
Crawley hit Acton all to pieces, and followed his opponent all over 
the ring till he was floored, and fell on his face, and when time was 
called, Acton was insensible to it. The battle was at an end in 
16min; but, before Crawley was taken out of the ring by his seconds, 
an inquiry was made whether he had won the battle, to make “all 
right.”: The umpires answered, “Certainly.” It was a fine’ battle; 
Crawley. won it in superior style; and Acton proved himself a very 
game man, and fonghé till Nature deserted him. 

Peter,.in order to fill up his leisure time, opened a butcher's shop, 
the corner of Lumber:court, Seven Dials. Crawley likewise taught 
the art of self-defence in, his rooms up-stairs, and he was honoured 
with the patronage of several swells, who becatue his pupils. During 
the time of his residence at the: above place he was employed at 
Westminster Hall, to assist in keeping order at the Coronation, and 
also the time the Hall was shown to the public.’ 

After # year or two spent in chaffing, between the backers of Ward 
and the friends of Crawley. respecting a battle, a match was made: 
between them, at the Castle Tavern, Holborn, on the 17th Oct., 1826, 
for £100 a side, The fight to take place on Tuesday, Jan, 2, 1827. 
The friends of Ward were so confident of his success that without 
hesitation they commenced betting at 6 and 7 to 4; and above 2 to 1 
was sported froely before the event came off. The above great match 
was doadad on Tuesday, January 2, 1827, on Royston Heath, Cam- 
bridgeshire, within half a mile of the town of Royston ; but, owing to 
some misunderstanding between the gentleman who had to appoint 
the place, and Bill Gibbons, several persons, nay, some hundreds, ‘were 
completely “thrown out,” and did not see the fight, after all their 
exertidns to reach the scene of action, 'The gentleman alluded to 
named Haydon Grange, in the county of Essex, where a good ring was 
formed by Oliver, Cannon, and others belonging to the willing tribe ; 
but Gibbons ‘having pitched the stakes belonging to the Py Oy at 
Roystdn, thither the crowd scamperod in the: utmost confasion 5 and’ 
lots, with ‘all their afing and. blowing, were’ distanced. On the’ 
evening previous to the battle, Ward took up his quarters at the Red. 
Lion, in Royston; ‘and Crawley at a“ tiny house” by the roadside, at 
Reed’s Mill Hill, three miles from Royston. _ Those Jads who wished 
to make the “ thing certain” toddled off on the Monday night, and 
smoked a comfortable cigar at Wade’s Mill, Puekeridge, Barley, 
Royston, &, On the morning of fighting the road exhibited a good 
sprinkling of swells, but several post-chaises and other vehicles were 
dished, and left behind, in consequence of their proprieters relying 
upon obtaining & change of horses at the above places. It is impos- 
sible.to describe the disappointment expressed by numerous persons 
whose’clies were full of blunt, and compelled to finish the day at 
Ware and Wade’s Mill, who could not proceed a step further for want 
af prads. 

WM ittlle before one o’clock Ward, followed by Josh. Hudson and 
Renben Martin (who was substituted for Oliver, ‘fom being left at the 
other ring), threw his upper-crust into the ring ; and Peter soon 
afterwards, attended upon by Tom Belcher and Harry Harmer, 
hoisted his “pimple coverer ’ as the token of defiance. Ward and 
Crawley shook hands together extremely good-natured, and then 
prepared to peel. “The colours, caviary for Crawley and ‘a blue bird's- 
eye for Ward, were tied to the stakes. Peter weighed almost 1st, 
and Jem 12st 7lbs. Ward, and nothing else, was the offer-for betting, 
and 1i.to 5 posted without hesitation. 

Jn eleven rounds, twenty-six minutes, Peter was declared the 
winner, “ Boxiana” says it is urged that Ward did not fight so well 
with Crawley as he had done with other opponents. Granted! But 
there is no difficulty in accounting for this difference. Ward was 
opposed to length; also to equal, if not better, science; and a harder 
hitter than any opponent he had. been previously engaged with. 
Crawley possessed all tho above requisites m his favour. According 
to the best judges of milling—and some of the most experienced 
boxers were on the ground-—they gave It as their opinion that Ward 

wanted the reach of his antagonist ; and when Jem was in at his 
work it was only half-arm fighting. But W ard stood so extremely 
high»in. the estimation of his backers, that they have frequently 
asserted Jem Belcher, in the best of his days, must have surrendered 
to thecompetitor of Crawley. pal 

Without detracting in the smallest degree from the milling talents 
of Jem Ward, it should seem he has been a little over-rated, 
Crawley, in'the above battle, proved himself a pleasing, cool, confident 
boxer ; ne could stop skilfully, hit the hardest, and receive punishment 
without losing his temper. Certain points towards conquest. In the 
jirst round Peter received a tremendous floorer; and the blow, given 
upon the tenderest point of the frame, was so severe, that the blood 
gushed out from the corner of his eye; yet he returned to the scratch 
in the succeeding set-to like a stoic ; also in the seventh round, in 
which he eXperienced a severe cross-buttock enough to take the fight 
out of ahy man. Crawley shook it off, and hobbled up to the mark 
as game 28a pebble, ‘The left hand of Peter was mischievous,in the 
extreme to Ward; and Jem, with all his science, could not prevent it 
from doing him severe mischief. Mark the contrast at the conclusion 
of the battle ; Crawley conversed cheerfully with his friends, and his 
hands “were 8 good as if he had not been fighting. Ward was 
insengible for a long time after he had been put to bed, and also was 
not ayware that he had heen bled, and received the humane attention 
of the surgeon, The blow which Ward received in the second round, 
the severity of which floored him, he never recovered, but felt its 
stupifying effect throughout the battle. In concluding these remarks 
it isour humble opimion that Ward, although in defeat, has risen 
considerably higher in the general estimation of the Fancy—he has 
proved himsglf as “game a man as ever stripped off » shirt.” In sur- 
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rendering to Crawley, Jem névertheless will maintain a high place in 
the ring; atid we feel quite assured @ pause will be made by ahy boxer 
before he attempts to dispute the science, manhood, and gaine pos- 
sessed by Jem ard, It is impossible to desetibe the long faces and 
other unpleasant looks of the surprised losers; it was worse than an 
electric shock to their feelings. Heaps of blunt change! masters upon 
tho above occasion; and it was sporting a small quantity of cash to 
win large sums. ; 
Peter, acting upon the adage that “all’s well that ends well,” and 
having obtained a most brilliant conquest in the eyes of the sporting 
world, sensibly made up his mind to Jeave the P. R. for other aspirmg 
herces to bustle in, and commenced publican. He, therefore, without 
delay, opened the Queen’s Head and ‘French Horn, in Duke-street, 
West Smithfield, where he still continues to reside. .

We next find the county engaged with Kent on the 12th, 13th, and 
14th of June, at Brompton, in the latter shire. This was a bad scoring 
match, but it rained hard on the first day and made the ground very 
heavy and dead. Tarrant was in rare trim, clean bowling five in the 
first innings, and eight in the second, and it was mainly through his 
exertion that the “Cams” brought the match to a successful conclu- 
sion. The figures were, Cambridge, 118 and 8, with only one wicket 
down; Kent, 78 and 51—Tom Hayward, Carpenter, and Reynolds being 
at the head of the score. i 

Surrey ¥v. Cambridge was the next match, played on Fenner’s 

Ground, Cambridge, on the 16th, 17th, and 18th of June, and a rarely 
‘played game it was, the wickets being perfection, and the weather 
good. Surrey’s first innings only reached 88, Tarrant bowling even 
better than in the two previous matches. | He took no less than eight 
of the Surrey wickets—three for six runs, a feat rarely surpassed, even 
in these rare days.

74 to win; and this they accomplished for the loss of four wickets, 
thus giving the famous county of Surrey—the “crack” county —a six- 
wicket quilting, The chief scorers were Carpenter, Hayward, Bell, 
Capt. Prest, Diver, Mr. J. Marshall, and Newman. ? :
